REMARKS 

Claims 1-10, 12 and 14-31 are pending in this application, with claims 1-8 and 14-31 
withdrawn from consideration. Claims 1 -8 and 1 4-3 1 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, 
and claim 9 is amended herein. Upon entry of this amendment, claims 9, 1 0 and 1 2 will be pending. 
Applicant notes that the amendment proposed on February 16, 2010, has not been entered, and the 
present amendment amends the claims from their wording as of the Supplemental Amendment of 
July 15, 2009. Entry of this amendment and reconsideration of the rejections are respectfully 
requested. 

No new matter has been introduced by this Amendment. 

Applicant's agent, Daniel Geselowitz, conducted telephonic interviews with Examiner 
Metzmaier on March 1 1 and March 12, 2010, as summarized in the Examiner's interview summary 
in the Advisory action mailed March 12, 2010. Applicant thanks the Examiner for his courtesy 
during those interviews. The present amendment to claim 9 amends the claim as proposed during 
those interviews, and the wording of presently amended claim 9 is the same as that resulting from 
the proposed amendment as listed in the interview summary. This amendment clarifies the recitation 
of the concentration and washing step in claim 9. 

In view of the interviews with Examiner Metzmaier, Applicant believes that the present 
amendment places the application in condition for allowance.
